Teacher Agreement Lacks 
Protection For Minorities 


In a letter to the editor of 
the CALL-POST, three area 
teachers related their con- 
cerns about the 
desegregation of Colum- 
bus teachers. 

The 


letter, signed by 


~ Catherine Willis, teacher at 


Trevitt Elementary, Marcia 
P. Washington, teacher at 
Easthaven Elementary, and 
Shirley W. Young, teacher 
at Kent Elementary, reads 
as follows: 

The assignment of 
teachers’ in any school 
system is a very important 
activity. It becomes even 
more important when, and 
if, our schools are to 
become racially unidenti- 
fiable. 

In Columbus, the 
desegregation of teachers 
should have occurred with 
the implementation of an 
agreement between the 
Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission and the Columbus 
Board of Education. Many 
observers find fault with 
that agreement in that it ef- 
fectively removed ex- 
perienced and concerned 
black teachers from black 
students while at the same 
time denying employment 
to new black teachers 
since ‘‘white’’ schools 
were only required to ac- 
cept a token number of 
black-teachers: 

A close reading of the 
Agreement between the 
Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion and the--Columbus 
Teachers Association 
(CEA) reveals that minority 
teachers are not protected 
from “tokenism,"” massive 
layoffs, nor equitability in 
assignments. 


All of the above has con-* 


siderable negative impact 


upon black children. 
Without student 
desegregation, teacher 


assignments were made in 
such a manner as to 
provide token de- 
segregation and the 
removal of black teachers 
from predominantly black 
schools.

If Johnson, Rozelle, 
Seward and Winchester give people role models - white 
and black and yellow - then perhaps color differences 
will be transcended into harmony and likeness. That, in 
turn, might be conveyed in the classreom. Know the four 
boxers personally, and their personal oheracteristics are 
all impeccable, they could very well end up helping 
Columbusone realize that we all shall live in peace 
together, or go down with the inevitawle bell that stops 
every fight at one point or another.

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Court Says Seniority Inviolate 


The U.S. Supreme Court, by a 7 to 
2 ruling, has said that past job 
discrimination. against blacks and 
other minorities, are not necessarily 
itlegal. 


The ruling puts the Courts’ stamp 
of approval _on acts of racial 
discrimination that occurred before 
Title Vil went into effect in July, 1965. 

The court held that in passing the 
Civil Rights Act Congress had inten- 
ded to allow the continued “routine 
application” of seniority systems, 
even where the employer's pre-act 
discrimination resulted in whites 
having Greater existing seniority 
rights than Negroes.” 


“Although a= seniority system 
inevitably tends to perpetuate the ef- 
fect of pre-act discrimination in such 
cases, the Congressional judgment 
was that Title Vil should not outlaw 
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the use of existing seniority lists and 
thereby destroy or water down the 
vested seniority rights of employees 
simply because their employer had 
engaged in discrimination prior to 
the act,” the Court said in an opinion 
by Justice Potter Stewart. 

Justices Thrugood Marshall, the 
High Court's only black member, and 
William J. Brennan Jr., were the two 


dissenters. - 


The decision is a big set back for 
black workers who were always the 


last hired and first fired, thereby — 


never having the opportunity to build 
up seniority. ” =— 
Due to this ruling, Negro workers 
who have suffered from this kind of 
racial discrimination, must now find 
another way to be compensated for 
the deliberate acts. of racial 
discrimination that has cheated them 
outof seniority.and.earnings. 


What A Difference 


Race Makes 


One of the biggest scandals in 
American history was “Watergate.” 
Its tenacles reached far, high and 
wide, eventually toppling the 
President of the United States. 

This whole Watergate affair was 
triggered by a lowly Negro night 
watchman whose keen eye detected 
the unlocked door. For a_ brief 
moment, Frank Willis was in the 
news spotlight. Since then, he has 
drifted from one job to another, plus 
being jobless much of the time. 

On the other hand, most of the 


White participants have, despite their 
guilt, made millions of dollars out of 
their participation. 

However, the lone, Negro who 
triggered the whole incident, can 
barely keep ahead of the relief rolls. 

This shows .that Frank Willis was 
not as smart as the crooks he un- 
covered. They maneuvered to 
capitalize on their crime, while Willis 
could: not make a dime out of his 
honesty. Maybe race does make a 
difference even where crooks are in- 
volved. 


It's Dues-Paying Time... 


It's dues-paying time, brothers and 
sisters. 

Judge Robert M. Duncan, of the 
U.S. Court for the Southern District of 
Ohio, early this year ruled that the 
Board of Education of the City of 
Columbus was guilty of intentionally 
fostering racial segregation. 

Certainly no black person who has 
spent more than a few minutes in 
Columbus could argue with that fin- 
ding. Nor have we heard blacks 
arguing with that finding: for any 
black person, and most rational 
whites, it is an obvious and 
unquestionable fact that Columbus 
Public Schools are now and always 
have been racially segregated. It is 
also obvious and unquestionably true 
that the present board and previous 
boards. of education have con- 
aGinush. seasared-—te—create—and 
Maintain segregation within the 
system. 

Back in the ‘fifties and ‘sixties, it 
would have been damn_—near_im- 
possible to find a black person in 
these 50 United States who dis- 
agreed with the principle. of de- 
segregation or who challenged the 
means employed to achieve that ob- 
—-Now _ OLIR 
home to roost. Right here in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 


Youth's Needs 


If the Columbus Public Schools are 
to be desegregated, no matter by 
what method or according to which 
plan,-it-will- mean again_there will be- 
a predominantly black school in this 
city. It will mean that never again will 
we be able to point with special pride 
tothe athletic champions of East or 
Linden-McKinley or Mohawk. and 
claim them as somehow exclusively 
“ours.” : ; 

Desegregation will mean that the 
Champion Junior High “hall of fame” 
(if Champion itself survives, which- 
appears doubtful) will not longer be 
an exclusively black hall of fame. 

lronically, it seems that we have 
just recently come to the point where 
we could feel proud of those schools 
which we called “ours.”’ Understand- 
ably, many among us are less than

Must 


Be Planned For: 


One of the most important aspects of 
our nation's employment policies lies in 
the area of youth unemployment, _on 
which a major assault is essential. The 
millions of young people who are unem- 
ployed cannot be adequately absorbed 
by the private sector, nor can they be 
reached .by the standard remedies for 
adult unemployment and a_ flagging 
economy. Increased employment among 
adults does not benefit young people, 
and tax cuts do not filter down to them. If 
we are to reduce the national tragedy of 
massive, chronic youth unemployment 
the special needs of youth must be con- 
fronted directly. 

A step in the right direction has been 
the fact that President Carter has asked 
for $1.5 billion for new youth employment 
programs as part of his economic 
recovery package. A part of the 
President's proposal is the creation of a 
National Youth Conservation Corps, to 
be administered by the Labor Department

| am convinced that if the parents 
and the neighborhoods would take 
as much interest in our children as 
our schools and teachers do, we 
would have far fewer problems both 
in and out of our schools. 

Children take their cues from their 
parents_and_the neighborhoods in 
which they live.

From what | have seen of our black 
children in school, | am sure they are 
far_more ready for the integration 
than are-our PTA’s. 

It will be tragic if the progress now 
being made toward quality education 
in our schools is given a setback be- 
cause of racism on the part of adults. 

The interracial groups of students | 
have hosted for lunch, could not 
have been more compatible. Some of 
the warmest letters | have received 
have been from white students. 

! am convinced that our schools 
can do a good job in providing 
quality education under whatever the 
circumstances are, if they can get 
the full support of the parents and 
the community. : 

If more adults could or would visit 
these schools as_| have, | am sure 
that any doubts they may have would 
be cleared up. Not only have the 
students impressed me, but the sin- 
cerity and dedication of the teachers 
could not be overlooked and, this 
goes for both White and Black teach- 
ers. 

Our schools will be as good as we 
jet the teachers and students make 
them.

Family Rights Need Support 


By the razor-thin margin of only one vote, the 
Supreme Court rendered a decision of major import- 
ance-in-enabli 

‘the same time, federal planners are sending up trial 
balloons for a plan that would weaken family life. 

In the court case, an I 
law_was struck down because, by making it a crime 
for a grandmother and her grandchild to live in the 
same house, it violated their constitutional rights. 

The zoning law said that dwelling units in the town 
could only be occupied by members of a single 
family, and then defined “family” so narrowly that it 
would have excluded from her home a grandchild 
who came to live with Mrs. Inez Moore when her 
daughter died, 

instead of applauding this example of family love, 
the town prosecuted the case and won. criminal 
penalties against Mrs. Moore as Ohio courts backed 
the case against her, deciding that East Cleveland 
had the right to determine the types of family 
arrangements allowed and also, of course, to define 
what a “family” is. : 

That definition was the standard middle-class one, 


not.only oon the_rights of the people. to live with 
, but 


their kin also excluding common family patterns 
among minorities. 
- gh juctcov-as.finalv.done, the very narrow- 
ness of the’ Court's vote and the stony disregard tor 
human ‘rights evidenced in some of the justice's 
opinions make it hard not to be disturbed. 

Justice Bryon R. White, for example, claimed Mrs. 
Moore wasn't denied due process since “she and her 
randchildren could have moved elsewhere in the 

leveland metropolitan area.” 

For the majority, Justice Lewis F. Powell, Jr., 
correctly pointed out that along with the nuclear 


stutional recognition.” 

It is ironic that such a case should come up at the 
very moment when discontent with the nuclear family 
is becoming widespread. Experts have indicated that 
the nuclear family tends to isolate individuals, de- 
prives the elderly of meaningful functions within the 
family, and deprives children of the support of the 
warm ties of the traditional extended family. 

Yet another irony is that black people, who have 
repeatedly been condemned for supposedly “weak 
family structure” have been the group most strongly 
attached to the survival of the traditional extended 
family. One of the basic instruments of black survival 
has been the strength of the ties binding the gen- 
erations and kinship. 

As the weaknesses of the nuclear family have be- 
come more apparent it has also become clearer that 
the attacks on the black family have obscured much 
that other American families could learn from. Attem- 
pts to force conformity to a single, monolithié concept 
of what constitutes a family refiects intolerance and 
stops us from achieving a truly pluralistic society. 

Meanwhile, federal officials igning the promised 
welfare reform programs have come up with some 
ideas that would further shatter the attempts of poor 
families to stay together, .this time through..a_ very. 
broad definition of family. 

In their unrealistic effort to design a reform pack- 
age that doesn't cost any more than t social 

grams, they've suggested regulations that would 
include as “family” any blood relatives in the same 
houséhold in deciding eligibility for aid. This would 
effect cut many teenage mothers and their 
children the rolls, along with many aged, blind or ° 
disabled persons, and it would encourage family 
breakup. 

Someone ought to tell federal officials, town fathers

Desegregation Work 


Dayton ‘ 


The U.S. Supreme Court is reviewing 
the desegregation plan implemented in 
Fall, 1975, on appeal by the Board of 
Education of Dayton. The Board argues 
that the plan affecting the entire school 
system is too-extensive_given_the:con- 
stitutional wrongs committed by school 
officials. Oral arguments were heard by 
the Supreme Court in late April. A 
decision is anticipated in May or June. 


Cleveland . 

The Cleveland Board of Education 
submitted a third plan to Judge Frank 
Battisti on Thursday, May 12. The Plain- 


__tiffs responded to the plan on May 20. 


acceptable plan to desegregate 
students and ‘employees. Some parts of 
teacher ae were implemen-. 
ted in Fall, 1976. The bulk of the plan 


will be implemented in Fall, 1977. 


Princeton 
In September, 1975, Princeton was 


found not to be in compliance with the ~~ 


Civil Rights Act of 1964. In particular, 
teachers were hired and assigned in 
discriminatory fashion. Hearings were 
held in April 1977 before an administra- 
tive law_judge to determine whether 
federal funds should be terminated to 
Princeton. No: findings have been 
issued as_of the date of publication. 


Early @une seems a likely time fora 


final order on the,parts of the plan to be 
implemented this Fall. 

This third attempt by the local board 
to develop a plan that meets court 
guidelines is different in three major 
aspects from the previous plans. First, it 
begins some mandatory reassignment 
of students this Fall. Second, it outlines 
a pattern of reassignment that allows 
all. students and parents to know which 
schools their children will attend 
throughout their school years. Third, 
the document contains little of the 
earlier rhetoric about why desegrega- 
tion will not work. 

The Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
has scheduled hearings on the liability 
finding of the District Court for June 9. 
This means that a review of the District 
Court's findings by the Appeals Court 
may be completed this summer. 


Columbus 


School officials in Columbus and 
consultants for the State Department of 
Education are in the process of 
developing plans for submission to the 


District Court by June 6. Local officials _ 


have announed that the plan to be sub- 
mitted to the Columbus Board of 
Education will include an expansion of 
alternative schools as well as man- 
datory reassignment of some students. 


Youngstown 


The trial on liability has been com- 
pleted:-Judge Leroy Conte-is now 
preparing his decision on whether the 
schools are  unconstitutionally 
segregated. It is anticipated this sum- 
mer. 


Cincinnati 

No trial date has been set yet ‘for the 
expanded suit—including Cincinnati 
suburbs. Various. procedural *motions 
are before District Judge Porter and 
hearings were scheduled for May 17. 


Springfield 

In September, 1975, Springfield was 
found not to be in compliance with the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. The Office for 
Civil Rights of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare has the 
authority under the Act to investigate 
complaints alleging discriminatory 
practices in school districts. If discrim- 
inatory practices are found, federal 
tunds*may~ be terminated: “ ; 


Cima” - sna = 


In September, 1975, Lima was found 
not to be in compliance with the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. Both teachers and 
students were claimed to have been 
assigned in discriminatory fashion. A 
plan for reassigning teachers was ap- 
proved and implemented: beginning in 
Fall, 1976. No satisfactory plan has 
been developed to reassign students: 
Hearings will. be held this-summer. to 
determine whether federal funds should 
be cut off for failure to comply with 
federal law. 


Toledo 


In September, 1976, Toledo was 
found to be in violation of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 for hiring and 
reassigning teachers and admin- 
istrators in a discriminatory fashion. 
The district has prepared an acceptable 
plan for desegregation of faculty and 
staff which will be implemented beginn- 
ing in the Fall of 1977. 


Shaker Heights 


Shaker, with a 30% minority enroll- 
ment, has had a voluntary reassignment 
program between two largely black 
elementary schools and other schools 
in the district. White students from the 
other schools could transfer to. Ludlow 
and Moreland schools and black 
students could transfer to other schools 
inthe district: The voluntary transfer 
program has been altered and expan- 
ded to the high schools by board of 
education action. 


Cleveland Heights-University Heights 


School officials appointed a citizens 
committee which has been working 
most of the Spring to review additional 
desegregation efforts primarily for the- 
elementary schools. The committee has 
issued’ a report with its preferred op- 
tions and the board of education will 
reach decisions soon on steps for the 
1977-78 school year. 


Akron 


The Akron Board of Education ap- 
proved the Akron Plan which combines 
school construction and school 
closings with reassignment of pupils to 
enhance desegregation. Theinitial 
schools to be closed are largely black. 
The Akron Board has also been actively 
encouraging the State Board of Educa- 
tion-and-the- Ohio General Assembly to 
promote metropolitan desegregation
